IT have none,” repliec Ald. Capitain. “‘ No 
more than I had some time ago when it was 
printed in the newspapers that the traction 
Interests wanted to renew negotiations. We 
investigated those reports and found that 
the traction people did want to resume nego- 
tiations and did resume them.

Block in Denial. 


Mr. Block arose to address the commit- 
tee.

BEACH TO DEFEND “HIMSELF 


Will Testify in Answer to Charge 
of Slashing His Wife. 


STATE FINISHES ITS CASE. 


Experts Differ as to Whether Blood- 
stains Were on Blade. 


Aiken, 8. C., Feb. 5.—Frederick O. Beach 
will take the stand in his own defense when 
his trial on the charge of assaulting his wife 
is resumed here tomorrow. Mrs. Beach will 
follow the accused New Yorker as a witness. 

Since the assault, which was committed in 
the yard of the Beach winter home here on 
the night of Feb. 26 last, both Beach and his 
wife have maintained that Mrs. Beach was 
attacked by an unknown negro when she left 
the house to give her dogs an airing. 

The state today rested its case, which con- 
sisted almost entirely of an attack on the 
p.ausibility of Beach's story. One of the 
state's witnesses swore he found traces of 
blood corpuscles on Beach's jeweled pen- 
knife. 


Defense Expert on Stand. 

Dr. C. D. Partridge, professor of micros- 
copy in the Unfversity of Georgia, called for 
the defense, testified that he examined the 
knife and found no blood on it. 

“ Didn't you refuse to put the result of 
your examination down in writing?” de- 
manded the prosecutor. 

The witness hesitated and then sald he did 
not Wish to make a written report. 

Then the prosecutor questioned him about 
nis dfrect testimony that the knife had no 
broken blade when he examined It. 

“Will you swear that the knife had two 
blades?" 

No; I do not think I can swear to it.” 

But you did just now,“ prodded the pros- 
ecutor. 

Witness remained silent for 4 long time. 
Then he said: 

“T think its safer to leave out the other 
blade.“ 


Other Doctors Testify. 

Dr. T. F. Oertell, formerly professor of 
pathology and microscopy at the University 
of Georgia, was called for the defense. He 
was asked if the blade of the knife could 
have been broken off by a blow at Mrs. 
Beach's throat. He said he had made an 
experiment on the body of a hegro with a 
fimilar knife, inflicting such a wound as 
had been made in Mrs. Beach's neck without 
damage to the knife. 

The Beach family physician. Dr. C. D. Hal 
testified that after he was called by telephone 
he found Mrs. Beach suffering from a three 
inch wound in her throat, a superficfal wound 
in the left breast, and an abrasion on the 
left ear. Mrs. Beach told him then she had 
been attacked by a negro.

CLASH ON CITY NO PARTY BILL 


Mayor and Aldermen Differ on 
Procedure for Nonpartisan Act 


QUICK ACTION SOUGHT FOR. 


Harrison Wants Subcommittee to Han- 
dle Matter First. 


Mayor Harrison and several members of 
the counci! may come into conflict today. If 
diplomatic maneuvers to be begun this morn- 
ing fail to bring about the desired result it 
will be sought upon the floor of the council 
this evening. There a heated debate is pos- 
sible. 

The cause of the differenae of opinion is the 
mayor's bill for nonpartisan municipal elec- 
tions. He expects to send it to the council 
for reference to the judiciary committee. 
which would have to hold it until the next 
council session at least. The aldermen who 
intend to take a hand in the matter want the 
bill sent to the legislature immediately. 

“If it is sent to the judiciary committee at 
night.“ said one of them, it will mean there 
is absolutely no chance of its becoming a 
law in time to be in effect in the aldermanic 
primary on Feb. 25 and the election of April 
1. If it is sent tothe legislature at once there 
ls that possibility.” 


Must Pass Before Feb. 15. 

In order to wipe out the pafty circle and 
party column im these contests the law would 
have to be passed with an emergency clause 
before Feb. 15. 

Its passage on that date with a provision 
that it would go into effect at once, it was 
said, would leave ten days in which to make 
preparations for the new system. This was 
declared sufficient. The-Jegislature has ad- 
journed until next Tuesday. Feb. 11, so that it 
would have more than one day to consider 
the bill If the United States senatorial elec- 
tions and other matters could be held aside 

Last week Leon Hornstein, assistant cor- 
poration counsel, told the judftiarvy commit- 
tee the bill would be ready early this week. 
He said he could bring it before the commit- 
tee for consideration before the council See- 
sion and because of that statement a special 
meeting of the committee was called for this 
morning. 

When Mayor Harrison's attention was 
called to this yesterday he sald Hornstein’e 
statement was unauthorized. He said he 
would send the bill to the council In the even- 
ing and would not release it before that time. 


Want Immediate Action. 

The interested aldermen, including Henry 
D. Capitein, Theodore K. Long, William F. 
Lipps, and Irwin R. Hazen were told of this. 
Capitain, a member of the committee. said 
he would seek the appointment of a subcom.- 
mittee to ask the law department and Mayor 
Harrison for permission to scrutinize the bill 
at once so the committee could, if advisabla, 
recommend it to the counci! for immediate ap- 
proval. 

If this maneuver fails, the aldermen said. 
they will present their arguments to the 
council as soon as Mayor Harrison's bill is 
introduced. They will urge its consideration 
on the floor without reference to a committee. 
If it is acceptable to two-thirds of the eoun- 
cil under this procecure a vote would send 
it to the legislature next week.

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Fire : in Stove Works 


Loss of $100,000 Owing to 
Poor Supply for Engines.

People Caught Between Belching 
Flames and Freight Shunt- 
ing Out of Danger. 


Inadequate water provisions resulted in a 
fire loss of $100,000 last night when flames 
destroyed the north quarter section of the 
Cribben & Sexton stove works, 660 to 72 
North Sacramento avenue. A stiff north- 
west wind and a stout fire wall saved the 
remainder of the plant, which extends 360 
feet to the south. The section in which the 
fire was located was 120 feet wide. It burned 
from the basement to the roof and the walls 
collapsed. 

In response to a 4-11 alarm Fire Chief 
Seyferlich and several battalions of ap- 
paratus arrived on the scene only to find 
that the only water available in sufficient 
quantities was at least 1,00 feet away at 
Franklin boulevard and Grand avenue. Some 
of the streams were too weak to reach the 
flames from the positions which the fire- 
men were forced to assume on accoum of 
the intense heat. 


Stoves Plunge to Ground. 


As the supports burned, floor after floor 
gave way, followed by loud crashes as tons 
of stoves plunged through to the basement. 
Tottering walls on the north and east sides 
of the building kept the crowds and the fire- 
men at a safe distance. 

A crowd of 1,500, stamping their feet with 
cold and shielding their faces from the heat, 
stood between the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul tracks and the burning building. 
Trains were being shunted back and forth 
over the tracks through clouds of smoke. 

As the north wall gave way and fell out- 
ward, a cloud of smoke and brick dust belched 
out, carrying burning timbers with it. The 
crowd started backward across the tracks in 
terror. As the people turned switchmen and 
policemen drove them back again toward the 
fallen wall. A freight train was passing 
through the dense smoke. The crowd was 
penned in between the moving train and the 
fire that belched from the gap in the wall. 
None, however, was injured. 


Useless Water Plug. 


Firemen said at least twenty minutes was 
lost on account of a useless water plug at 
the corner of Chicago avenue and Franklin 
boulevard. No water could be secured from 
the plug. The steam pipes were applied and 
there was no evidence that the pipe was 
frozen, but regardless of the efforts of the 
firemen no water could be produced. 

Although 100 men worked in the mounting 
and nickel rlating departments on the first 
two floors of the building, none of them will 
be out of work on account of the fire. 

W. H. Cribben, president of the firm, said 
that all of the men would be placed to work 
clearing up the wreckage, and also at posi- 
tions in other departments of the plant. 

The building was estimated to be valued at 
$60,000, and the stock of stoves and the ma- 
chinery are estimated to bring the loss to an 
even $100,000. The loss is covered by insur- 
ance, 


SIX HURT WHEN MOTOR TRUCK 
HITS AUTO AND OVERTURNS. 


Occupants of Wrecked Vehicle Are 
Thrown Into Street, but Escape 
Serious Injury.

Violence Follows Vote of Censure 
Passed in the Diet. 


BITTER ATTACK ON PREMIER 


Emperor Orders That Session Be Sus- 
pended for Five Days.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO ] 

TOKIO, Feb. 5.—Rioting occurred outside 
of the diet chamber today after a vote of 
censure against the cabinet headed by 
Prince Katsura had been passed. 

Great crowds cheered the members of the 
Constftutional party when they assaulted 
Saburo Shimada and other so-called rene- 
gades of the National Liberal party. The 
latter were thrown out of their rikshas when 
they attempted to dive away. The mob 
attempted to duck their victims in the canal 
but this was prevented by the police after 
a hard struggle. 


Bitter Atfack on Katsura. 

The resolution expressing lack of confi- 
dence in the cabinet was introduced by Yukio 
Ozaki, former mayor of Tokio and leader 
of the Constitutional party. He made a 
bitter attack on Katsura, whom he charged 
with ignoring the constitution. 


Prince Katsura in reply pointed out that 


he had accepted the premiership at the com- 

mand of the emperor, and offered prece- 
dents for the course he had pursued. 
Emperor Orders Suspension. 

The sessions of the chamber were then 

suspended for five days on an order igsued 


dy the emperor which was read in the cham- 


ber.

known that as @ result of the action of the 
big water power interests considerable water 
power has passed into private contro! and a 
grave possibility exists that the rest will 
do 80. 


Interests Want State Control. 

The water power interests do not want 
tederal interference in their operations. They 
prefer to deal directly with the states be- 
cause of the greater gase with which they 
can obtain rights which do not subject them 
to regulation or to surrender any part of 
their profits. But the constitution gives the 
federal government control over navigable 
waters, and the ipterests are forced to come 
to congress for permission to construct the 
necessary dams. 

In the bills which have passed hereto- 
fore no authority has been granted to the 
war department other than that of super- 
vising the construction of the dams and 
seeing that the navigability of the srteama is 
not impaired. 

Such a bill was the Coosa river dam bill, 
which was passed by congress at the last 
session and vetoed by the president because 
of the absence of a provision authorizing the 
federal government to exact compensation 
for the water power derived, and aiso be- 
cause he believed the governmnt should have 
the power to fix the charges for electric 
power. 


Provisions of Present Bill. 


The Connecticut dam bill, which has the 


approval of the war department, provides a 
means by which, without expense to the 
federal government, an important section 
of the Connecticut river will be improved 
for purposes of navigation. The Connecticut 
River company, the corporation to which the 
rights will be granted, will be required to 
spend $470,000 in providing for slack water 
navigation for a certain reach of the stream, 
which will be adequate to meet the present 
and prospective commerce. 

If the bill becomes a law, Secretary Stim- 
son has announced that the Connecticut 
River company, a part of the water power 
trust, will be permitted to earn 8 per cent 
on~its investment of $5,500,000. Between 8 
and 8 per cent, they must share equally with 
the government. For every per cent over 
per cent, the amount to pass to the United 
States for use in developing navigation. on 
the Connecticut river will steadily incr@ase. 
It was considered wiser to adopt this grad- 
uated plan rather than to forbid a profit in 
excess of a certain su because under the 
latter condition the company would not ex- 
tend its business beyond that necessary to 
secure the return allowed. 

A poll of fifty-five of the ninety-six mem- 
bers of the senate shows that thirty-one will 
vote for the bill ag it stands, twelve will do 
so even if amendments they will offer should 
be defeated, and twelve will oppose it out- 
right.

Inquiry Discloses Suspected 
Scandal in Korshak Case. 


Arson 


First Assistant State’s Attorney Frank 
Johnston yesterday paused in his investiga- 
tion of the arson trust to direct his attention 
to the circumstances surrounding che loss 
of $5,000 by the state of Illinois through the 
release of a fugitive incendiary on a worth- 
leas bond. 

Evidences of the substitution of the bad 
bond for the bona fide one on which David 
Korshak was held were d ght to Mr. 
Johnston's attention following an investi- 
gation by City Fire Attorney Murray intoa 
fire on Monday night in the flat bullding of 
Mrs. Joseph Brown at 4689-41 Langley ave- 
nue. Mr. Brown, who le now in China, isa 
brother of Mrs. David Korshak. Both are 
children of Aaron and Lena Brodsky, who 
signed the bond on which the state has been 
unable to collect. 


Recalls Dreyfus Suicide. 

Korshak was implicated in the fire of the 
Dreyfus Bros.’ clothing store Leon 
Dreyfus committed suicide after confessing 
he had hired Korshak to set the fire. 

On Aug. 25 last year Korshak was released 
on a bond of $5,000 signed by Peter Cohen. 
Five days later, without the knowledge of 
the fire attorney. Korshak surrendered him- 
self, voiding the Cohen bond. Korshak's 
friends then presented a bogus bond. Fire 
Attorney Sullivan found John Horn, deputy 
clerk of the municipal court, had written out 
the bond and presented it to Judge Goodnow, 
who signed it. 


Substitute Bogus Bond. 

At the time set for his supposed bondsmen 
to turn him over to the court, the fre attor- 
noy found Korshak had fled and the state of 
Iilinois was out $5,000. On a line in the bond 
where the signers agreed to turn the prisoner 
over the name of Davjd Brodsky appeared 
instead of that of the bond signer, Aaron 
Brodsky, Assistant State's Attorney Zach 
Hoffheimer brought suit to collect the bond 
which was invalid on its face and Judge Blake 
dismissed the suit.

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“LARRY” COFFEY 


Politician Fined, After Four 
Months’ Delay, for Vilify- 
ing Policeman. 


GIVES NOTICE OF APPEAL, 


Acts as Own Lawyer Following 
Eight Continuances, and 
Denies Charge. 


Laurence J. Coffey, former county cémmis- 
sioner, was convicted of disorderly conduct 
and fined $10 and costs yesterday by Judge 
Rufus F. Robinson. 

He was tried for an offense committed on 
Sept. 18, 1912, when he was arrested at Michi- 


refused to heed the orders of a traffic police- 
man. Coffey was in an automobile with two 
or three friends at the time. . 

In the four months since his arrest Coffey 
broke all records for lawsuit delays. The 
case has been continued’ eight times. 

The trial was held in the courtroom of 
Chief Justice Harry Oleon. Coffey was his 
own lawyer. After the sentence Coffey an- 
nounced he would appeal. 


South Park Policeman Testifies. 

South Park Policeman Henry S. Speaker. 
who arrested Coffey, was the first witness. 
He said he was stationed at the crossing of 
“Michigan avenue and Twelfth street on Sept. 
18, 1912, and had received orders to stop all 
traffic while an automobile parade was pass- 
ing. He stopped Coffey s automobile shortly 
before the parade was due and ordered the 
driver to turn into Wabash avenue. Coffey, 
he said, interfered. 

He arrested Coffey, who wanted to be taken 
to Twenty-second street instead of the South 
Clark street station. The policeman sald tho 


county official called him vile names and

“Tf it is the last act of my life,’ Coffey 
shouted, ‘I'll get your star,“ said the wit- 
ness. 

Speaker said he had to threaten the auto 
driver with a revolver before he halted. 


Coffey Wrestles with Policeman. 

The policeman then told of wrestling with 
Coffey while taking him’ down to Michigan 
avenue and Park Row, where the police box 
is stationed. 

Samuel Henderson and Alfred N. Pound, 
south park policemen, corroborated Speaker. 

Coffey asked Pound if he had not seen 
Speaker twist his hand. 

“No, I didn't, answered the policeman. 
But I did see you try to bite Speaker's 
hand.” 

Coffey said he was on his way to the New 
Southern hotel, and that H. I. Bailey, war- 
den of the Cook County hospital, and John 
G. Mullaney, foreman of the city water- 
pipe extension, were with him. He saw no 
parade and other policemen allowed him to 
pass. He said he had been abused by 
Speaker.

Judge Jesse Baldwin yesterday completed 
the recount of the four test * wards in the 
state's attorneyship contest and immediate- 
ly ordered an additional guard of policemen 
and. private detectives to watch over the 
county vaults where the election ballots cast 
outside the city are kept. Police were already 
guarding the ballots in the custody of the 
election commissioners. - 

The result of the recount showed a net gain 
for Willlam Cunnea, Socialist, of 1,154 over 
Maclay Hoyne, and these figures were halled 
as a forerunner of victory by supporters of 
Cunnea and of Lewis Rinaker, Republican. 

Whether or not he will grant a t of 
the entire county is to be determined by Judge 
Baldwin tomorrow morning, when the attor- 
neys for the contestants will appear before 
him. That the changes already shown by 
the recount of four wards is sufficient proof 
that a full recount would result in a change 
of the final result. and that gross fraud will 
be. uncovered will be the contention of the 
attorneys for Cunnea.

LEWIS FOR LONG TERM. 


Contests Filed to Oust Miller and 
Kirkpatrick from the 
Lower House. 


{BY.A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, III., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—A cau- 
cus of Democrats in both houses of the 
legislature will be called for Monday night 
to decide on the course to be followed in the 
fight for the two United States senators from 


filinois. 

The caucus was agreed upon by a confer- 
ence held late tonight. Among those present 
were: Gov. Dunne, National Committeeman 
Charles Boeschenstein, State Chairman Ar- 
thur Charles, Walter I. Manny, president 
pro tempore of the senate; Lieut. Gov. Bar- 
rett O'Hara, and Speaker McKinley of the 
house. 

The understanding tonight is that the party 
feaders will insist on the election of Col. Lewis 
for the long term: 

Fight for Two Seats. 

The Democrats made an effort today to get 
the seats now occupied by Republicans— 
Representative George A. Miller of the Twen- 
ty-third district and Representative R. D. 
Kirkpatrick of the Fiftieth district. Suit 
was filed by the Democratic contestants in 
each case asking for a ruling that the old 
Republican canvassing board had no right to 
go behind the returns and issue certificates of 
election to Bruce and Kirkpatrick and that 
the new Democratic canvassing board has 
the right to reverse this grant of certificates. 

Seating of the two Democrats would place 
the Democrats within four votes of enough to 
control the general assembly on joint ballot. 


New Combination in House. 

One of the lines of opposition to the Re- 
publican-Democatic combination in the house 
was disclosed tonight, when it became known 
that Socialists, Progressives, and Pro- 
gressive Democrats had joined forces and 
were prepared to wage a vigorous fight be- 
ginning next Tuesday. 

The names of Representatives Henry M. 
Ashton of Chicago, Frank Gillespie of Bloom- 
ington, Henry A. Foster and Seymour Sted- 
man of Chicago, and Fayette S. Munro of 
Highland Park, were mentioned as among 
those who were perfecting the program. 


UTILITIES BILL HARMONY MAKER 

Springfield, III., Feb. 5.—[{ Special. I The 
administration utilities bill will be intro- 
duced in senate and house as soon as the 


legislature gets down to business. 


It will not agree in essentials with the 
Ettelson bill, now before the senate, nor will 
it have much in common with the Dailey 
bill, which will be offered by Senator Dalley 
on behalf of the late joint committee which 
conducted the utilities investigation prior to 
the present legislative session. 

Gov. Dunne said the bill, which will have 
the approbation of Mayor Harrison, 
means codperation of interest all along the 
line between the city administration in Chi- 
eago and of the state administration at 
Springfield. a 


Chances in Senate Good, 

Such a coalition means, particularly, from 
ea Springfield standpoint, that the Dunne 
bill will receive the favorable consideration 
of the senate committee on public utilities, 

Gov. Dunne said he is pleased greatly with 
the feeling. particularly the editorial com- 
ment, which has been shown; with regard 
to the public utilities feature of hie message. 


No Appointments Till March. 

The governor said emphatically this after- 
noon that no executive appointments will 
be made until March 1.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—[Special.]-— 
The house leaders have begun the work of 
drafting an ifeome tax bill. To this end 
they are studying the systems in force 
abroad. 

It is still a question whether the tax shel 
apply to incomes of 88.000 a year or over, or 
whether the minimum will be placed at $3,500 
The chief difficulty, however, is to provide 
the machinery for the collection of this tax, 
which it is estimated will produce a revenue 
of from $100,000 000 to $150,000,000 a year. 

The income tax system exists tosiay in some 
eighteen foreign governments. Tne oldest 
system of which anything is known is that 
of England, where the income tax found its 
way into the revenue laws as early as 1708 
as a war emergency measure. It was re- 
pealed at the close of the Napoleonic wars, 
but was reénacted in 1842, and bas been part 
of the English fmance system ever since. 


BRADLEY MARTIN, SOCIETY MAN, 
PNEUMONIA VICTIM IN LONDON. 


Wife, Daughter, and Son-in-Law with 
Former New York Lawyer at the End 
—Son on Way to England. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB,) 

LONDON, Feb. 5.—Bradiey Martin, the for- 
mer New York lawyer who was well known 
in eociety on both sides of the Atlantic, died 
here today of pneumonia. 

Nine days ago Mr. Martin caught cold, 
which developed into influenza. He was at- 
tended by Sir Francis Barlow. The symp- 
toms changed for the worse yesterday and 
Sir William Osler was called in for consulta- 
tion. It was then discovered that pneumo- 
nia had supervened. 
b> While the family was at lunch today it was 
discovered by the physicians that the end 
was in sight and they were summoned to 
his room. Mrs. Martin and her daughter, the 
Countess of Craven, and the earl were pres- 
ent at the end. 

Bradley Martin was most widely known in 


his wife at the Waldorf-Astoria in 1896, one 
of the most lavish social functions ever held 
in the United States, and which dazaled even 
the eyes of the Four Hundred.

At yesterday's luncheon of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce at the Hotel La 
Salle, Dr. Charles R. Van Hise, president of 
the University of Wisconsin, reported on the 
results obtained in his state by legislation 
passed in 1911 authorizing vocationa! schools. 

We havea system of continuagion schools, 
night schools, day vocational schools, and 
trade schools, he said, “‘ which costs the 
state $17 a pupil per year. No industrial ex- 
pert seems to doubt that this outlay is re- 
turned several times in increased efficiency 
of the growing generation. 

The work is done under the direction ofa 
state board, which consists of representatives 
of labor and of the capitalistic side of indus- 
try and of educationa! experts. 


Help from Employers. 

“ Becausdé their representatives had par- 
tial control of the system, our movement has 
been supported by employers and employés 
both, while this supervision also is a guard 
against the tendency of the schools to become 
too theoretical. Experience in many cities 
has shown that under the management of 
educators only the trade schools gradually 
develop into colleges of engineering. 

By codperation with our manufacturers 
we have attained that in many establish- 
ments an hour or so each day is eet aside to 
apprentices for instruction, given by the men 
who are actually in charge of the shops. At

The outcome of the comparison 
was in doubt, Dut the new principle 
of transportation was so revolutionary in 
character, 80 Gestructive of tradition, that 
its aposties rather hesitated to begin a cam- 
paign which commercial instinct warned 
them would be bitterly contested. Prejudices 
and practices which are inherited through the 
centuries are not easily overcome. 
In 1 the service of the machte 
ef the present period, however, one is not 


under the slightest restraint in stating that 


it represents a high economy, which at times 
in established so decisively as to be startling. 
Horse drawn vehicles are being superseded 
dy motors as fast as is commercially practic- 
able, which is to say, as fast as useful inven- 
tlon is ever absorbed when it occasions the 
retirement of fixed investment. 

This is a condition which temporarily forti- 
fies the position of the horse, but it will dis- 
appear the instant makers of motor wagons 
devise a better plan for final distribution of 
product than now exists. Several methods 
for easing purchase and application have 
been suggested, but producers evince no 
@agernese to adopt any of them. Asa clase 
they oppose the deferred payment plan, con- 
tending it ie not the duty of a group which 
provides an economy to furnish also the 
means for applying it. . 


Large Fleets Profitable. 

In such ¢ircumstances it is natural to ex- 
pect the economy of motor wagon transporta- 
tion should find its commonest expression in 
establishments which are wealthy enough to 
purchase with extreme freedom. These own 
the large fleets, in the operation of which 
the best administrative practices are most 
frequently developed. Still they have no 
monopoly. Minor installations, when skill- 
fully applied, often yield advanteges which 
are the despair of fleet operators. 

It is the nature of the servicé and not par- 
ticularly {ts volume, which determines tne 
‘value of motor service. Machines which are 
equipped for special duty and are actively 
worked rarely fall to make a brülant show- 
ing. Suitable conditions for loading and un- 
loading and for the exercise of every indi- 
cated machine process have been responsible 
for the success of many smal! motor wagon 
undertakings. 


Constantly Growing Investment. 

The large and constantly increasing in- 
vestment in mechanical equipment by estab- 
lishmentée which either uve out of road 
transportation or find it an important factor 
in the conduct of their business is the out- 
Standing feature of the period. 

Firms engaged in express, transfer, and 
general haulage own 6,500 power wagons, 
valued foughiy at $16,000,000. It will occa- 
ion no surprise if, within twelve months. 
15,000 machines, worth $35,000,000, are avail- 
able for this class of work. Five hundred 
department stores operate 3,300 machines, 
which are worth $7,000,000. One owns 127 
machines, Which represent an investment of 
$325,000. Brewers were early in recognizing 
the economy of motor wagon transportation, 
They now operate 2,000 machines, which cost 
about $6,000,000. 

Here it is well to remark that the varla- 
tion in values and equipment in the three 
industries just mentioned is due to variation 
in load ratings. Department store trans- 
portation furnishes employment to machines 
of relatively low load capacity, while brew.

At the outset there was only the bare idea 
of mechanical road transport. It was given 


rough shape by the hasty assembly of Inhar- 


monious design elements which hed not 
undergone test. Models so blacksmithed 
would only excite mirth nowadays, but it is 
to the credit of the makers of those early 
machines that, under the happiest conditions 
of work, they first weakly demonstrated the 
inferiority of draft animals. That was the 
beginning of a great economic movement 
which in twelve years has been responsible 
for the introduction of about 55,000 machines, 
worth $120,000,000, and which attracts the 
attention of the whole civilized world. 

In its engineering essentials the motor 
wagon of twelve years ago did not differ 
greatly from the modern machine. The latter 
is much stronger, simpler, more durable, more 
dependable, and more economical than the 
instrument it has rendered obsolete. But all 
these qualities are less the product of radical 
invention than engineering refinement. 

On the other hand, the draft horse of twelve 
years ago is the same inefficient anima! that 
pollutes and destroys the streets today. A 
century hence—uniess he is Burbanked and 
bred for the table—the same language will 
serve to describe him, for, Sarring a sue- 
pension of the laws of nature his physical 
development is at an end. He has not ma- 
terially changed since he issued from the ark. 


Radical Changes Ahead. 
Shrewd guessing would be required to 
prophesy the future character of the motor 
wagon. This much is certain it will be 
greatly improved. Metallurgical science con- 
stantly is supplying us with steels which are 
much stronger and lighter than those to 


which we are accustome@: The chemistry 


of the gas engine is only imperfectly devel- 
oped. Electric current may be utilized in un- 
exampled ways—a truck is already being op- 
erated in Omaha by means of Hertzian waves. 
Power can be transmitted without having re- 
sort to any of the orthodox means. Radical 
changes in suspension probably will occur. 

Given improved street and road surfaces. 
the opportunity for engineering development 
is illimitable. But whatever improvements 
come will appear gradually. nere will be no 
sudden rejection of useful engineering prac- 
tice. Progress will be made slowly. And 
this will suit both makers and users of mo- 
tor wagons, for the latter c8hid not accom- 
modate themselves to quick changes in de- 
sign, while the temper of the former is ever 
to exhaust present means of production.

I watch the papers carefully for bargains in 
good staple articles, and I buy my sugar, soap, 
flour, te., in quantities. I am careful in buy-, 
ing, especially meats, and always insist on 
getting exactly the quantity I ask for. Don't 
let the butchers cut off a half or a pound more 
than you ask for. Insist on the exact amount 
and soon they will see that you mean what 
you say. Every housewife who provides meals 
each day gets to know just how much her

PIG IRON OUTPUT A MERCURY 


Shows Steel Production Increases 
Made with Difficulty. 


BUYERS STILL HOLD OFF. 


Competition Where Ohio Furnsces 
Meet Brings Prices Below Par. 


New York, Feb. 6.—[Special ]—The Iron 
Age will say tomorrow: 

“ Gauged: by pig iron output, iron and 
steel production, while at a new high rate, 


shows that increases are now made with 


more difficulty. In January the production 
of coke and anthracite pig iron was 2,798,331 
gross tons or 90,172 tons 4 day, only 406 tons 
a day more than in December, when the total 
was 2,782,732 tons.

4 600 tone a 
ray. 

On Feb. 1, with 298 furnaces in blast.

Though the net gain is ive furnaces, 
those blown in, in January were of smaller 
average capacity than those blown out, im- 
dicating that furnaces with higher than aver- 


age costs have at last been attracted into | 


operation—sometimes a sign of a ,culminat- 
ing market. 


Pig Iron Buyers Hold Og. 

Foundry comsumers of pig fron. are still 
holding off. Sellers argue that concession 
would be no stimulus, but the suggestion 
indicates a condition that did not exist six 
weeks ago. <As a matter of fact competi- 
tion, particularly in southern iron, afd in 
districts where northern and southern Ohio 
furnaces meet, still brings prices below what 
have been considered the market. In the 
Chicago district, however, where sales were 
made in January at 2% to 50 cents below the 
$17.50 basis for Northern No. 2 iron, that 
price is now genefally asked. 

The feeling of many pig iron buyers is that 
with the supply of iron increasing and weakness 
showing here and there they may safely wait for 
more light on polftical uncertainties. 

Steel companſes agree in reporting lar ; 
specifications than shipments in January,, though 
new business with some of them hae shown a fall- 
ing off. The steel corporation statement of un- 
filled orders is expected to show little change from 
that of Dec. 31. 


New Gary Ingot Record. 


Two eastern steel companies made record out- 
puts in January. The IHinou Steel company and 
Gary plants made a new record in {ngot production 
last month of 270,000 tons, against 248,000 tons 
as the previous high mark. 

Apart from the way in which railroad con- 
sumption of steel goes on, the prominent feature is 
the prodigious demand tor bars. Leading buyers 
are in many cases usigg up twice the quantities 
they formerly averaged.

CHIEF ACCUSER OF DARROW 
ADMITS HIS OWN IMMUNITY. 


Bert Franklin Confesses He Escaped 
Prosecution by Testifying for State 
in Lockwood Bribery Case. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 5.—Again acting as 
his own counsel, Clarence 8. Darrow, former 
chief counsel for the McNamara brothers, 
cross examined Bert Franklin today, and 
obtained an admission that Franklin, hie 
quondam chief “ investigator " in the dyna- 
mite trial, procured immunity by testifying 
against him. 

Franklin admitted he pleaded guilty to 
having bribed Robert Bain, the McNamgra 
juror for the corruption of whem Darrow is 
now on trial, and was ‘‘ exempted '' from 
punishment for testifying against Darrow in 
the case growing out of the alleged bribery 
of George N. Lockwood, a McNamara venire- 
man.

Legislation Planned tor ‘Relief of 
Epileptic and Crippled 
Children 


The annual report of the finance commit- 
tee of the board of education shows that the 
expenditures of the board amounted to .- 
899,275 during the year 1912. The report was 
accepted yesterday afternoon at the regular 
meeting. 


The building fund expenditure amounted | 


to $12,089,770; educational funds, $15,289,505. 


‘or the building fund expenditures new build- 
‘ings and grounds took $2,500,000. Approxi- 


mately $500,000 was spent for school sites 
and condemnation proceedings. Of the edu- 
cational fund, $5,970,000 was used for the 
repayment of temporary loans. The amount 
of teachers’ salaries was $8,228,640. Of this 
$6,322,088 was for the elementary teachers 
and the rest for the high schools and specials.

Bill to Aid Defective Pupils. 

Difficulties in the erection and maintenance 
of schools for crippled children, for sub- 
normal children, for incipient invalid chil- 
dren, and for epileptic children will be over- 
come if bille to be introduced at the present 
session of the state legislature are passed. 
The form of the bill was approved by the 
board if e@ucation and the legislative com- 
mittee will have the bills introduced. 

The first bill gives boards of education in 
cities of more than 100,000 population power 
to establish and maintain classes and schools 
for the instruction of crippled children and 
provides.for the payment from the state 
treasury of the excess cost of operating the 
schools over the cost of operating elementary 
schools for normal children. It fixes the 
maximum of excess cost as $150 per pupil. 


Provision for Epileptics. 

The other bill is similar except that it pro- 
videe for the operation of schools for the 
subnorma!, the incipient Invalid, and the ep!- 
leptic. The maximum excess cost per pupil 
is $60 for subnormal, $110 for Incipient tnva- 
lid, and $75 for epileptic. — 

A movement has been started to change the 
name of the Irving Park school to the Albert 
R. Sabin school. Mr. Sabin, who died last 
week, was for many years principal of the 
Irving Park school. The board decided that 
the matter must fret be acted upon by the 
buildings and gtounds committee before com- 
ing to the board.

Urges Many Reforms. 
In outlining tHe scope of the work of the 


| committee, Mr. McCormick said: 


“Some measures should be submitted to 
the legislature for passage before adjourn- 
ment. ns for improvement that. 
may call for constitutional change, of course, 
cannot be acted upon at once. Before this 
committee is through with its work I trust it 
can codperate with other agencies of local 


government in formulating a governmental , 


program for the entire community. 

“I think a study of the situation will dis- 
close the possibility of great improvement 
through legislative action. For one thing, we 
elect too many offictals in Cook county. There 
is too much diffusion of responsibility. Take 
the county surveydér as an example. Why 
should he be chosen by popular vote? I 
should hope that.the work of this body would 
lead to legislation reducing the number of 
elective officials. 


Revenue Legislation Needed. 
Revenue legislation will be to the front in 
the present session of the legislature. Gov. 
Dunne is urging the abolition of the state 
board of equalization and the creation of a 
State tax commission. While the subject of 
revenue legislation is thus forced upon the 


public attention, it would be well to consider 


whether the machinery in Cook county for 
the assessment of property and the collection 
of taxes is satisfactory. Presumably the 
system could be greatly improved by legis- 
lative action. The county treasurer has 
stated to the finance committee that the laws 
relating to his office are antiquated and ham- 
per his activities. 

“I suggest that thie committee and the 
county treasurer codperate to bring about 
the desired changes. Obviously there should 
be a law governing the matter of interest on 
funds in the custody of the county treasurer. 

The welfare of the community calls for 
the formulation of a comprehensive program 
for the stmplification and unification of local 
governmentat agencies.” 

Resolutions inviting outside organizations 
to take part and plans for public hearings 
were made, but no definite program was 
finally decided upon.

spreaders.
